Noted throughout the dairy 
world as the best of the dual pur- 
pose cattle, these recent additions 
are excellent examples of the 
breed.

| In cooperation with feed lot 
owners, the farm advisors office 
is conducting interesting trials in 
which weight gains have been in- 
creased through the use of hor- 
mones. Using hormones as an aid 
to fattening was first done by 
poultrymen producing chicken 
fryers. They found that by im- 
planting a female sex hormone 
called diethyl stilbesterol in young 
fryers, fatter, tastier birds were 
produced. 

Hesearchers at the University of 
California tried this same pro- 
cedure on other species of live- 
stock and found that good results 
could be obtained with steers. 
Trials using heifers resulted in 
unfavorable results, the hormone 
producing undesireable side ef- 
fects. Best results were obtained 
with steers on full feed. Little 
ean be gained by treating cattle 
on pasture. The great potential 
lof this practice lies in the thou- 
sands of steers fattened in teed 
lots. 

A trial using this hormone ,tu

Home gardners of strawberries

Dead leaves should be cut or 
pulled off and burned. This will 
help to destroy some insect eggs 
and might help to control disease 
spread, especially mildew.
